Gude: 
FOGGY BOTTOM HAS MUCH TO OFFER 


Stressing the relative fortunate situation of 
Foggy Bottom, Congressman Gilbert Gude of the 
6th District of Maryland told the February 23rd 
meeting of the Foggy Botton Association to write 
lett€rs! -A signed petition to the proper Congress- 
man or Senator is fine, but individual letters 
command more attention. 

He pointed out that Foggy Bottom has about 
the highest income and education level in the city, 
Comprising about a third of the 3rd Precinct, it 
has only about one-fifth of the robberies. Crimes 
here run more to automobile thefts and burglaries. 
More and better-trained policemen are one an- 
swer. The Congressman is interested in legisla- 
tion to provide educational pay incentives to 
District policemen which he will again try to get 
through Congress. 


An elected school board was the first step 
towards home rule and the representation in 
Congress is the next. His bill, H.J. Res 326, 
would provide as many Congressmen for the 
District as a State the same size andone Senator. 
Senator Charles M. Mathias has a companion bill, 
S.J. Res 52, differing by providing two Senators. 
Both would require a Constitutional amendment 
and are pending before the Judiciary Committees 
of the respective Houses of Congress. Write a 
letter!

He usually strikes between 5 and 11 p.m., 
loiters in a corridor until a victim gets her aprt- 
ment door unlocked, then rushes in after her be- 
fore she has a chance to realize what’s happen- 
ing, puts the chain lock on, and has a perfect 
sanctuary to commit his perverted crime. 

These crimes occur even in buildings that 
have a lobby desk. The assailant can easily pose 


as a repair or delivery man. 


The Lieutenant urged all women not to unlock 
their apartments as long as there is a stranger 
visible in the corridor, and to report all strangers 
to the management or to the police. No innocent 
person will object to questioning under such cir- 
cumstances,

Scale insects threaten Foggy Bottom’s Ever- 
green Holly, Evonymus, Flowering Dogwood, White 
Birch and more. If not treated before buds break, 
new growth will be stunted, In time plants can 
die, 

Scale insects (visible in any Foggy Bottom 
neighborhood) look like split pea shaped bits of 
white chalk on the plant branches. The worst in- 
festations are on the Flowering Dogwood at Penn- 
sylvania House, 2424 Pa, Ave.; the Burning Bush 
and Holly at 940 25th St. and more Holly and 
Evonymus at the rear of The Elise on 24th near I, 

On I St. the beautiful Holly hedge between 
2514 and 2516 is infected as is the striking White 
Birch across the street at 2515, A rose bush and 
an orange berried Pyracantha on the east side of 
25th near H has it, Also plants to the rear of the
